ECO-C ASKETS TALK OF THE TOWN AT DEATH INDUSTRY EXPO

As some Chicagoans prepare Halloween cos- 
tumes portraying the dead, death-industry 
professionals are gathered in Chicago to dis- 
cuss business strategies regarding the dearly 
departed. 

The National Funeral Directors Asso- 
ciation International Convention and Expo 
opened Sunday and runs through Wednesday 
at McCormick Place. The group is holding its 
convention in conjunction with the Wheel- 
ing-based Cremation Association of North 
America for the first time, bringing together 
two seemingly competing sectors of the dispo- 
sition industry 

Among the issues up for discussion are the 
rise of “green” funerals, which can include bio- 


degradable caskets, organic or locally grown 
flowers, and burial without embalmment. 

‘As consumers, they make choices to live 
more environmentally friendly lifestyles, and 
the/re also starting to look at ways that they 
can make their funerals green,” said Jessica 
Koth, spokeswoman for the Wisconsin-based 
National Funeral Directors Association. 

Another trend is that more families are 
opting for cremation, often as a more cost-ef- 
fective alternative to traditional burials. The 
Cremation Association estimates that more 
than 44 percent of those who die in the U.S. 
in 2015 will be cremated, according to a 2008 
report. 

Another topic up for discussion at the con- 
vention is alkaline hydrolysis, an emerging 


technique that uses water, chemicals and heat 
to accelerate natural decomposition, Koth 
said. The process, which is legal only in a small 
number of states, serves as an alternative to 
cremation, with less use of fossil fuels. 

“There are so many alternatives available 
that funeral directors and cremationists need 
to know how to respond to that,” said Mark 
Matthews, president of the Cremation Asso- 
ciation. “But we’re not sure how the consumer 
is going to react to it.” 

As at most conventions, organizers have 
planned several social outings. 

‘A lot of people that come are often the only 
people in their town who own a funeral home,” 
Matthews said. “So they come to Chicago and 
they kind of get to let their hair down.”

Unions could sink

Don^t pull out the 
champagne quite 
yetj CTA riders.

'rhough CTA Presi- 
dent I'orrest Claypool 
said he’s optimistic the unions will agree to 
these terms, there’s still a possibility that CIA 
riders could see fare hikes and/or service cuts 
next year. Worse, Claypool indicated that ser- 
vice cuts probably would be levied before fare 
hikes because the economy has taken a toll on 
rider paychecks. 

Big mistake. The CTA shouldn’t even con- 
sider service cuts until it fixes rail slow zones, 
which affected nearly n percent of the system 
this month, and institutes bus rapid transit, a 
express bus program that would rely on bus- 
only lanes and traffic signal priority for buses. 
The CTA last hiked fares in 2009^ last year, 
the agency cut 18 percent of bus sendee and 
9 percent of rail service. If ains and buses 
became more crowded. 

Who wants to wait even longer on the 
South Side for a train that will crawl along the 
Red Line, which has been plagued with slow 
zones for the last few months? 

'ITiere is no ElA for the end of slow zones, 
which this month affected every line except 
for the Orange Line and Loop tracks.

M-Rahm says city has 
balancing act on its hands 
with Occupy Chicago

More than two dozen people affiliated with 
an activist nursing group stood outside Mayor 
Emanuel’s office Monday to protest the arrest 
of two nurses during the weekend’s Occupy 
Chicago rally in Grant Park. 

The National Nurses United members 
chanted ‘Arrest the i percent,” a reference 
to the slogan “We are the 99 percent,” which 
the Occupy Wall Street movement coined 
to signify the complaint that a small amount 
of Americans control a disproportionate 
amount of the nation’s wealth. 

The City Hall protest came a day after two 
nurses with the union were arrested for re- 
fusing to leave after the park’s ii p.m. closing 
time. They were among more than 130 people 
who were arrested early Sunday 

Jan Rodolfo, 36, the nursing group’s 
Midwest director, said she was arrested at 
2:45 a.m. Sunday charged with an ordinance 
violation and released at 1:15 a.m. Monday An- 


other nurse, Martese Chism, and an unspeci- 
fied number of medics also were arrested. 

“We were among the last protesters re- 
leased, for no good reason that we can tell, 
except for they clearly knew when the media 
cameras had left,” Rodolfo said. “We were 
tearful and exhausted and shellshocked.” 

On Monday Emanuel said the city has a 
balancing act on its hands with the protest is- 
sue. 

“I have to enforce the law as well as respect 
people’s Eirst Amendment rights,” Emanuel 
said during an unrelated news conference. 

Later, the Police Department issued a 
lengthy memo saying that Eelicia Davis, 
Emanuel’s first deputy chief of staff, had been 
trying to meet with protest leaders but they 
had canceled. The police district commander 
or his aide routinely meets with the demon- 
strators to talk about the events of the day the 
department said in its statement. 

Rodolfo said her group is asking Emanuel 
to “act like mayors across the country” and al- 
low protesters to set up a 24/7 encampment in 
Chicago without fear of arrest. 

‘A person and their rights don’t stop at 
II p.m. in the city of Chicago,” Rodolfo said. 


A growing ‘going’ probiem 

“Some of the Occupy Wall Street encampments spreading across the U.S. have access to porta- 
ble toilets [such as those on the City Hall lawn in Los Angeles] or, better yet, restrooms with sinks 
and running water [as in Ft. Wayne, Ind.l. Others require their residents to forage on their own. 

At Zuccotti Park, this means long waits for the restrooms at a nearby Burger King or a Starbucks. 
Anyone with restroom-related issues should prepare to join the revolution in diapers.”

For Kctflix, the hits keep on coming— the bad 
kind. 

The latest thwack: Netflix lost 800,000 
U.S, subscribers in the quarter that just ended, 
which was littered with PR nightmares includ- 
ing a price hike and the Qwikster debacle. It 
was the first time in years that Netflix's U.S. 
custorner base shrank instead of grew, 

Netflix spoke bluntly about the recent prob- 
lems in its third-quarter earnings letter, re- 
leased late Monday. 

“'The last few months ... have been difficult 
for shareholders, employees, and most unfortu- 
nately, many members of Netflix,” Netflix CEO 
Reed Hastings wrote in a letter to shareholders. 
“WeVe hurt our hard-earned reputation, and 
stalled our domestic growth.” 

Netflix said it was focusing on the future, 
promising customers that “we are done with 
pricing changes.” 

But it doesn’t think the subscriber hemor-

Netflix had 23.8 million total U.S. subscrib- 
ers as of Sept. 30, down from 24.6 million three 
months earlier. Around 21.5 million customers 
had streaming subscriptions, and just under 
14 million had DVD subscriptions, with most 
customers mixing the two. 

By the end of the current quarter, which 
wraps up Dec. 31, Netflix expects those num- 
bers to drop further. It forecast that it will have 
20 million to 21.5 million streaming customers 
and up to 11.3 million DVD subscribers in the 
U.S.

Forte’s big 
payday 
must wait 

Mosi; of the Chicago 
sports focus Tuesday 
will be on the Cubs, 
as a ncw'l hcocracy is 
ushered in at io6o W. 
Addison St, But after 
the news conference 
is done and Cubs fans 
prepare for 17 straight 
World Series titles, 
it1l be a quiet week 
with no basketball 
and a Bears bye Sun- 
day (Thank goodness 
the Blackhawks have 
three games in five days,) 

And with no opponent for Bears tans to 
focus on this week, the sporadic clamoring to 
give running back Matt Forte a big contract 
extension will roar louder than even 

However, no matter how many pitchforks 
and torches show up at Halas Hall this week- 
end, the Bears shouldn’t bow to the mob’s 
demands. 

Forte’s certainly the MVP for the Bears 
so far. I Fe’s averaging 96 rushing yards and 
60 receiving yards per game. Without his 
efforts, it’s probably a lost season on the 
lake front. 

During the past 18 months in Mike Martin’s 
offense. Forte has gone from “a poor man’s 
Marshall Faulk” to "Wow, he’s kinda sort a 
looking like Marshall Faulk.” And he’s doing 
it with a blocking unit that’s clearly in the 
bottom third of the league’s offensive lines. 

But for his first three years in Chicago, 
Forte’s been mostly just OK. Just two seasons 
ago, he averaged only 3.6 yards per carry and 
scored a mere four touchdowns. (Fveryone 
reading this who drafted him in fantasy 
leagues in 2009 just nodded their head and 
swore under their breath.) 

His start this season has been remarkable, 
though throwing bags of money at running 
backs in today’s NFL is hardly a guarantee for 
future production. (See: DeAngelo Viliams, 
Chris Johnson or Jamaal Charles’ left knee.) 
Yet I do think the Bears have to find a way to 
keep Forte in navy and orange. 

The answer: the NFEs franchise tag. Forte 
gets one year with more than $8 million 
guaranteed, the Bears get 16 more games to 
see if No. 22 ’s worth a mega-year mega-deal. 
It’s the right move for right now 

And Bears fans can get back to worrying 
about the important things, like catching De- 
troit or where Jay and Kristin ate last night.

Last spring Gibson wove fabric 
into models’ braids for Rachel Roy’s runway 
show. 

Celebrities such as Diane Kruger are updat- 


ing the basic single braid with roughed-up tex- 
ture and sometimes pulling it to one side to fall 
over the shoulder. “The beauty of this look is 
that you don’t need hair to be super-smooth,” 
celebrity stylist Jacqueline Bush said. 

Before braiding, she lightly teases and 
mists each section with Rene Furterer Veg- 
etal Finishing Spray ($24; beauty.com), al- 
lowing it to dry before moving on to the next 
section. 

Doubling as accessory, the braid as head- 
band has evolved into the braid as barrette, 
holding a half-up, half-down style in place. 
YouTube tutorials cover styles such as a “half- 
Dutch braid headband” or “2-strand twist 
rope braid.” 

Here’s a how-to for the Marchesa run- 
way look that those with long hair can try at 
home. 



Low Ponytail 
with Fishtail Braid 

D Part hair on the side at the 
top of the head and puii 
smaiier section of hair off to the 
side.

Now from the back of the ieft 
section take a quarter-inch to haif- 
inch strand and cross it over to join 
the front of the right section. Your 
next strand wiii come from the back 
of the right section. Cross it over to 
join the front of the ieft section. 

□ Repeat pattern untii you are 
three inches down the pony- 
taii. To secure braid, push one pin up 
through the center in back.
